Kollowiii;,' is the opinion b.'inded down 
by the Appellate t'ourt which again 
throws the doors of many salouus open 
iailellnitely: 

'I'lie opinion follows a uniform line of 
decisions of the court since the adop- 
tion uf the local ujition laws. It also 
decides that the 1014 amendments lo 
llie loi.'il option law does not change 
tills rule. I'nder the act as it existed 
before the 11)1-4 amendment became ef- 
fective as soon aa the certitcato oi 
fho Canvassing Board was entered on 
ti.e record book of the t'ounty Court. 
The amended act says: "The law shall 
be in full force and effect at the e\ 
piration of 60 days from the date of 
111,. eiiti\ (d" the lert ifl.a te at the Can- 
c.'issiiig Uoanl in the onler book of the 
County Court, and thereafter uu li 
cense theretofore issued shall bo of an\ 
fi rc,. and elTect. " 

It was contended by the drys that 
this amendment made the local option 
election effective 60 days after the 
ei.try ainl stopped the sale of liijuor
